DON’T BE MISLED 
During 1932, according to complete figures re­ 
cently released b y the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters, fire losses totaled $400,850,554, as 
compared with $451,643,866 in 1931. Preliminary 
estimates indicate an ev en greater reduction for 
the year 1933. 
The first reaction to such figures is one of op­ 
timism — apparently the war against fire is pro­ 
ducing results. But this conclusion cannot b e 
sub stantiated b y the facts. 
The National Board says: “The chiel reason 
for the decline in fire losses has b een the tre­ 
mendous writeoff in property v alues forced upon 
us b y the depression. 
“The decline in property v alues and the .slow­ 
ing up of commercial activ ity hav e b een felt 
with full force in the lire insurance b usiness b e­ 
cause b oth of these ‘dev aluations’ left a lower 
insurab le v alue. When one considers, also, that 
many people were ob liged to discontinue their 
fire insurance entirely, and that numerous oth­ 
ers b ecame under-insured, the reason for the 
great decline in premium income, which has 
b een so pronounced in the past year, b ecomes 
apparent.” 
Fire is still the g reat destro y er of material 
wealth and alway s leav es the nation poorer. 
Under-insurance and lack of insurance among 
our people, is a danger signal that should warn 
us to b e doub ly careful to av oid fire, or the eco­ 
nomic loss will b e greater on ev ery dollars worth 
of property b urned.
